On 22 December 3,000 Chinese Communist troops with nine Soviet ZIS5 trucks 
loaded with food were moving toward Paekchon (126-19, 37~59)(BT~607). The 
troops said they were going to stay in Paekchon. 


There is a Chinese Communist anti~aircraft gun battalion comprising 300 
troops stationed 500 meters southeast of Kyoraneni (126-52, 38-16) (CcT-1337)3 
they are equipped with 6 x 37-mm anti-aircraft guns. 


Two hundred North Korean troops, part of a unit known as the 279 Unit or the 
7 Security Battalion of the Hwanghai Provincial Security Brigade, were on 
Hill 193, south of Chaesin (125-35, 38-25) (Y¥c-2655) Reservoir. 
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
